son. M. Daubray, a most amusing comedian, is 
irresistibly droll as the half-paralytic old bachelor, 
De Veaucourtoir. That fascinating artiste, Leonide 
leblanc played the cngenue Antoinette as she 
alone can play such parts. We shall certainly go 
and see her depict the spoilt girl Frou Frou.

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THE EARLY DRAMATISTS.—III. 
JOHN LYLY. 


A CHARMING writer, born in Kent in 1554. 
His plays were mostly written for court enter- 
tainments, and are noted for their beauty of 
versification and language. Some thought him 
affected and unnatural in his style ; this may be, 
to a certain extent, true, but to our mind his 
verse is sweet and chaste ; there is a classic and 
refined elegance in his thoughts, and in the 
speeches he puts in the mouths of some of his 
heroes and heroines that we seek for in vain 
in contemporary writers of an inferior grade to 


Shakespeare. Hazlitt was a warm admirer of 
his Endymion; how beautiful is the exclama. 
tion of@he Phrygian shepherds, who, afraid of 
betraying the secret of Midas’s ears, fancy 
that ‘‘the very reeds bow down, as though 
they listened to their talk; and Eumenidey’ 
apostrophe to Eudymion on waking from his long 
sleep, ‘* Behold the twig on which thou laides 
down thine head is now become a tree,” 
Besides this exquisite pastoral he wrote 
Sappho and Phaon, The Maid’s Metamorphosis, 
Galatea, Midas, Love’s Metamorphosis, Mother 
Bombie, two prose works, The Huphues, anda 
very lovely prose play, and a thoroughly en. 
joyable piece to read, Alexander and Campasp, 
The incident on which this delightful play is 
founded is in Pliny. For Athenian classicism, 
the local colouring is perfect. We are intro. 
duced to many well-known historical charac. 
ters — the Great Alexander, the cynic 
Diogenes, the painter Apelles, Aristotle, and 
other philosophers, and the incomparable 
captive beauty, Campaspe, as well ay thenoted 
courtezan Lais, &c. Hazlitt again, speaking 
of this play, calls it ‘“‘a very pleasing transcript 
of old manners and sentiment, full of sweet- 
ness and point, of Attic salt and the honey of 
Hymettus.” Diogenes and his servant Manes 
are drawn with force, and the loves of Apelles 
and Campaspe are soexquisitely sketched—s 
much tenderness and delicacy in the treatment 
of the subject—that we cannot forbear giving 
the reader a taste of their growing and mutul 
affection — love under difficulties, since 
Campaspe was beloved by Alexander :—(th

Jupite FARINELLO THE SINGER. 
nd, aij Canto Broscur was the name of this 
celebrated vocalist ; his cognomen was adopted 
's fact. J 1 account of the patronage he received from 
» a god, three brothers called Fariua. Born in Andria, 
L dont in 1704, he enraptured the crowded audiences 
we of the Neapolitan, Venetian, Roman, and 
ye Viennese theatres. He was invited to London 





by Lord Essex, where he, for three years, was 
eminently successful. In 1737 he left London 
md passing through the French capital ep 
route for Madrid, he gained the favor of the 
French court and of the King. In the Penin- 



















sula he was again treated with regal distinction ; 
Philip of Spain regarded him with the 
confidence and affection of close intimacy. He 
continued to be the favorite of the court dur- 
ing Ferdinand’s reign, the indolent son of 
Philip, who invested him with the order of 
Calatrava, and made him intendant of the 
Court entertainments, and who, together with 
his queen Barbara, and the Hidalgos of the 
Court, vied with the public in honoring his 
talents and worth. He was respected for the 
generosity of his heart, his benevolent actions, 
his condescending and affable demeanour to 
his inferiors, and evento his enemies. When 
Charles ascended ‘the Spanish throne, Farinello 
though equally honoured by that monarch, as 
by his predecessors, retired to Bologna, and 
rested on his laurels. 

Though constantly melancholy, he was con- 
tented and tranquil, and his voice, to the last 
was strong and melodious; for three weeks 
before his death, like the dying swan in the 
fable, he entertained his friends with his vocal 
powers. He died in 1782, bequeathing his 
property to his beloved sister. 

He was not wealthy ; his readiness to relieve 
the needy, and to sweeten the cup of calamity 
prevented the accumulation of riches ; and Fari- 
nello after sharing the favors of monarchs 
in a greater degree, and more continuously 
than any former or subsequent actor or singer 
that ever lived, yet felt not his heart biassed 
by flattery, and remained unsullied by the 
vices and extravagances of a theatrical life, 
living and dying esteemed as a man of worth. 

Dr. Burney relates this anecdote of Fari- 
nelli:—This singer being ordered a superb 
suit of clothes for a gala at court, when tho 
tailor brought it home he asked him for his 
bill. ‘*1 have made no bill,” said the tailor, 
‘¢nor ever shall make one. Instead of money 
I have a favour to buy. I know that what I 
want is inestimable, and only fit for monarche, 
but all the payment I require will be a song.” 
After trying in vain to persuade the man to 
take his money, he led him to his music-room 
and sang some of his most brilliant airs; the 
more his hearer seemed ravished the more 
Farinello exerted himself. The tailor, over- 
come with ecstacy, thanked him in the most 
rapturous manner and prepared to retire. ‘‘No,”” 
says the singer, “‘I am a little proud; and it is 
from tbat circumstance that I have acquired 
some superiority over other singers; 1 have 
given way to your weakness, it is but fair 
that ‘in your turn you should indulge me in 
mine,’”’ and taking out his purse he insisted on 
his receiving a sum amounting to nearly double 
the worth of the suit of clothes. 

Philip of Spain at one time fiad fallen into 
a sort of lethargy, ‘a kind of sleeping of the 
blood,” as Falstaff has it, from which nothing 


could arouse him ; be stayed in his apartments, - 
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entirely neglecting his person; the Queen 
Elisabetta bethought her of the gifts of Fari- 
nello. Her Majesty ordered a concert to be 
given in an adjoining room in which he was to 
sing one of his most enchanting songs. Philip 
appeared surprised, then moved, and at the 
end ordered Farinello to enter his apartment, 
loading him with caresses, ‘asked him how he 
could reward such talents, assuring him he 
could refuse him nothing. Farinello, pre- 
viously instructed, only begged that His 
Majesty would permit his attendants to dress 
and shave him, and that he would appear in 
council as usual. From this time the King’s 
distress gave way to medicine, and the singer 
had the honor of the cure. By singing to the 
King every evening he was regarded as prime 
minister, but instead of being giddy with his 
elevation, Farirello, never forgetting that he 
was a musician, behaved to the Spanish nobles 
with such propriety that he became endeared 
to them. 

The range of his voice was marvellous; it 
included 23 notes; the general belief at one 
time was that he had been specially favored 
by the Virgin Mary, for whom his mother had 
a most particular devotion. The Electress of 
Saxony, to whom he gave a grand breakfast, 
and then played and sung an air of his own 
composing, suddenly left her seat, and threw 
herself into his arms, saying, “I can now die 
content since I have had the happiness of 
hearing you.” 

Casanova also reveals an act, the only one 
not creditable to him. Farinello had adopted 
his nephew Broschi, the composer, and had 
given the young man and his wife, a very 
beautiful woman, a suite of apartments in his 
palace. He fell in love with his niece but the 
lady remained impassive to his suit, and 
furious at her disdain he sent the nephew on 
his travels, while he shut up the faithful spouse 
in her apartments, that he might at last have 
her constantly near him. He fell, at 77 years 
of age, ‘‘a victim to delicate love.” 


BRANDES AND BROCKMAUN. 

We have glanced at the meteors of the 18th 
century as exhaled from England, France, and 
Italy; we have now to notice two Teutonic 
styrs who appeared on the theatrical horizon at 
the period refered to. 

Johann Brandes was an actor and dramatist, 
born at Stettin, in 1735. Abandoned by his 
father in childhood, he led a wandering life in 
the German and Polish provinces, and suffered 
the direst privations. During his singularly 
adventurous career, he joined a Thespian 
company of strollers. The dramatic art was 
quite in its swaddling clothes in Germany; a 
taste for the drama was now beginning to be 
diffused, and Brandes tried his luck in the 
profession. His first appearance was a fiasco, 





and the company was dismissed. Brandes 
was once more penniless. THis struggles were 
incessant. Lessing at last befriended him, and 
he again trod the boards, this time with suc. 
cess. He espoused Charlotte Koch, and was 
introduced to Mendelssohn, and other cele. 
brities. 

The loss of his wife and daughter, both of 
whom were celebrated actresses, affected him 
so deeply that he retired from the stage, and 
died in Berlin, in 1799; his career was as 
much chequered by good and ill fortune as the 
annals of a profession, proverbially unstable, 
can exhibit. 

His dramatic works, in 8 vols. are little 
esteemed, but in his autobiography are many 
interesting anecdotes. 





FRANz BrocKMAUN wasa Styvian by birth, 
He also joined a strolling company, and 
played in the Austrian capital in 1765, when 
he was 20 years of age. He also performed in 
Hambro’, and other German cities with marked 
success, and has been called the Garrick of 
Germany, as Baron was styled the Garrick of 
France. 

He died in Vienna, where he was alwaysa 
great favorite, aged 67.
